The Bontipnrtes, usurpers ns they 


\verc, though they retained possession 
of the Fieiich throne for only a com- 
paratively short time, almost suc- 
ceeded m nnliiug the world forget 
that two other French families hnve 
better claims upon the lost empire 
than the Napoleons. 
There arc the 


Bourbons, represented by Count dt 
Chamhord (Henry V), "the child ol 
miracle," as he wag called; and the. 
Orleans family, who recently met in 
Geneva to talk over affairs iii connec 
tion with the death of the Prince Ira 
perial. The head of the Orleauists is 
Count de Paris, BOU of the lute Duke o 
Orleans and grandson of the famous 
Louis Phillippe. De Chnmhoard hac 
been n king; that is, Charles X., sooi 
after the outbreak of the revolution o 
1830 abducted in his favor, and the lad 
for he was only a boy then, made a pro 
clamation under the title of Henry V 
Hov/orer, this did not avail him much 
for he had to flee the country. Afte 
the capitulation of Paris in 1771 h 
returned 
to 
France, 
and 
Bbsmn 


ing the Kingly title, issued auothe 
pioclamation, in which ho said that the 
white flag was only one under which 
France could be saved, and cxpressec 
his determination, if placed by 
th< 


nation at the head of affairs, to maintain 
in its integrity the temporal power o 
the Pope. The nation did not take him 
up at his offer, and tho count has re 
maincd simply a claimant for a throm 
that does not exist. 
The Orleans 


Prince, Count de Paris, has not only a 
fair title to the impciial purple, if there 
were such a thing, but also a shgh 
military record which somewhat endeari 
him to Americans. In the Autumn o 
1801, after the breaking out of our civi 
war, he and his brother, tho Due di 
Chartreii, accompanied by their uncle 
the Prince de Joinville, came to this 
country, and tho brothers entered tho 
service1 on General McCleUan' staff 
with tho rank of Captains of voluu 
teers. 
It was stipulated that tho; 


were to receive no pay, and that the; 
should be free to resign their commis 
sions whenever they might wish to do 
so. They served with McClellan til 
tho conclusion of tho campaign in Vir 
ginia, and tho retreat of the army of tin 
Potomac in June, 18G2, when they re 
turned to Europe. Prince Napoleon 
son of Jerome Bonaparte, the chief o 
the Bonapartists, can show nothing like 
so ancient or clear a lien upon the gov 
ernmcnt as either of the above princes

other family which is now ruling na< 
promises fairly to continue to the end 
We refer to tho people. They have luu 
a long and bloody struggle to establish 
themselves in their proper place am 
wrest their rights from usurpers, am 
now having a firm grip upon their own 
government, Bonnpurtists, Orloanist 
and Bonrbons must forever stand aside 
and they might ns well bury all thei 
claims and aspirations in the tomb o 
the j'oung Napoleon whose roniajpi 
wore lately deposited at Chjsclhurst,

Ths Peacemaker—I/ocomonvt Brotherhood of 


Engineers—Their Interference and Ultimatum 
—The Settlement. 


A JotnwJM. reporter had tho pleasure 


of meeting, the other evening a mem- 
ber of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers, and from him obtained a 
great deal of information relative to the 
Clarke—Mechanics' TJnion—V. &: T. B. 
matter, and as most of it has never 
before appeared m print, our readers 
can not help but be pleased at a recital 
of tho main facts elicited. 


THE TIBS! "KICK." 


Shortly after the V. & T. made its 


change in t he running of trains last May 
some of the employes became dissatis- 
fied with cert ain arrangements, and a 
meeting was ca.Ued for the purpose of 
discussing these- grievances. At this 
meeting it was found that the prices 
paid engineers wei-e not in proportion. 
For instance, 
t^e 
engineers 
who 


"doubled" between Carson and Virgin- 
ia, was working nearly U hours per day, 
and received only $15'0 per month, and 
i the engineers on the through freight 
j trains, making one round trip per .day, 


were allowed §150 per .<nonth, for 26 
days, aud extra for Snudays. There 
were a few other grievances, and a com- 
mittee was appointed to waitaipon Supt. 
Yerington, imd ask redress. This Com- 
mittee had an idea that Yorington might 
Tweed them with "Well, what are you 
going to do about it," and tho Commit-
